BACKGROUND: 

S Since June 2004, a team of investigators from E Div. Major Crime Section and North District Internal 
Affairs have been following up on allegations of inappropriate sexual behaviour on the part of 
various RCMP officers and elected officials. 

* The allegations first came to light during the investigation of the former Judge David RAMSAY. 

5 The current investigation has focussed on allegations against RCMP officers only. Since Project 
EPREVAILS began, two police officers have been suspended with pay. Both were stationed at 
Prince George Municipal Detachment at the time of the alleged offences and had been transferred 
to other duties and locations at the time this investigation began. 

* At the present time both members are still under suspension. 

CURRENT STATUS:

On 2004-11-17, “E” Division Strategic Communications learned thatCBC Broadcasting plans on airing 
a story at 2200 hours (PST) involving the Sex Trade in Prince George, BC. Included in this broadcast 
will be an interview with a key witness involved in the EPREVAILS investigation and the former Judge 
Ramsay investigation. Their story is likely to include information about an ongoing RCMP investigation 
involving RCMP members and other persons in authority utilizing the services of local underage Sex 
Trade workers. Their story may include information about a suspended RCMP member whose identity 
is known to the CBC. 


CTV is also planning on airing a story at 1800 hours (PST) involving an ongoing RCMP investigation 
which involves the same information, but with more focus on the investigation itself. It is likely that 
information regarding a suspended RCMP member will be released. However, it does not appear that 
they are aware of the identity of that member. 


CURRENT STATUS 


Investigative resources have been focussed on completing several photo-lineups with key 
witnesses/victims prior to any media broadcasts. At this time only one of these lineups has taken place 
with five more remaining. All involve Sex Trade workers who, based on their lifestyle, are unlikely to 
view the broadcasts but will learn of the attention in the days after any stories are released. 


POTENTIAL IMPACT 


Upon learning of the media attention, the key witnesses/victims may refuse to cooperate with the 
ongoing investigation.

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BRIEFING NOTE TO 


PURPOSE 


To advise the Commissioner of a Sexual Exploitation investigation involving a member and young 
sex trade workers. 


ISSUE 


Section, was allegedly implicated during 


Cst. Justin HARRIS, Reg. # 44089, of 
the interviews of the alleged victims. 


BACKGROUND; 


Information was received during the investigation into allegations made against Judge David 
RAMSAY regarding his involvement with young prostitutes in Prince George, B. C. 

The information indicated that past and present members of Prince George Detachment have or are 
using the services of local under age prostitutes. This information came third hand by way of social 
workers who had been told this by their clients. 

Between September 22,2003, and this date, statements have been obtained from four different sex 
trade workers in Prince George who have stated that they have had sex in exchange for money with 
Cst. HARRIS while he was stationed to Prince George Detachment. 
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CURRENT STATUS:

ISSUE: 

Mr. David RAMSAY, a former Provincial Court Judge in Prince George, BC was convicted on several 
counts of Sexual Assault and Breach of Trust in June 2004. He was subsequently sentenced to 7 years 
in custody. During the RAMSAY investigation it was learned that other persons in authority, including 
RCMP members, lawyers and a local elected official may have had contact with young sex trade 
workers. The allegations include Criminal Code offences to Code of Conduct infractions. These 
allegations were not investigated at the time and RAMSAY took precedence. The investigation into the 
allegations of these other persons in authority has commenced and the potential exists to attract 
undesired media attention. 


BACKGROUND: 

On April 1999, at a meeting between RCMP and a support agency for young sex trade workers (STW), it 
was learned that a STW had disclosed to a case worker that she had been involved with a local Judge. 
The matter was investigated by the Prince George Municipal Detachment. The subsequent lengthy 
investigation resulted in numerous victims being identified as having contact with Judge RAMSAY as 
well as contact with other persons in authority. The investigation focussed on Judge RAMSAY’s 
involvement with young STW’s but also collected information regarding their involvement with other 
persons in authority. These victims were reluctant to provide information concerning police officers and 
obtaining their confidence was a major undertaking. North District Internal Affairs has been actively 
involved in the investigation regarding to police officers since March 2003. Following a review of this 
facet of the investigation, it was deemed that it required more resources to complete in a timeiy fashion. 

CURRENT STATUS: 

On June 2004 an investigative team was assembled to fully investigate these other persons in authority, j 
including the police officers, lawyers and elected official. It is anticipated that with the recent conviction 
and sentencing of RAMSAY, sex trade workers will be more forthcoming with investigators regarding the 
actions of police officers. The team consists of representation from E Division Major Crimes, E Division 
Anti-Corruption Unit and N/D Internal Affairs. The investigation and subsequent interviews of the STW’s 
and various corroborative witnesses are about to begin. The possibility exists that these interviews wiil 
generate renewed media interest in not only the RAMSAY matter, but also the RCMP itself. 

Sgt. John WARD, NCO i/c E Division Strategic Communications Section, has been advised of the focus 
of this investigation and the potential media attention it may attract.

Background 

The following is a time line of this investigation since received at the office of “E” Division 
internal Affairs Unit, North District for investigation by Sgt. M. C. Racicot. 

On December 13, 2002,Sgt. Racicot was contacted by phone by Insp. Fleury, OiC “E” Division 
IAU who advised that a file was being forwarded to this office for investigation regarding 
members of Prince George Detachment. The information came to light during the Judge 
| Ramsay investigation where allegations had also been made that members of Prince George 
| Detachment, past and present, have been utilizing the services of prostitutes. A total of ten 
names of members, past and present, of Prince George Detachment were named in the 
information. The investigator of the Ramsay case was Cpi. Judy Thomas of Prince George 
Detachment. Due to her commitments with that investigation, she was unable to meet until into 
the new year. The purpose of wanting to meet with Cpi. Thomas was to set up a time frame 
when she could do some introductions to establish some form of rapport with persons who 
have to be interviewed. 

On February 04, 2002, Sgt. Racicot received a message from Cpi, Thomas in answer to a 
message left for her. She was unavailable due to matters which took her out of town. 

On February 17, 2002, Sgt. Racicot spoke with Gpi. Judy Thomas. She was unable to meet 
due to the continuing investigation into the Ramsay matter. She said that she would be 
unavailable for some time, probably unti! April.

Project EPREVAILS- Prince George Sex Trade Investigation 


In October of 2006, a team of Serious Crime members from the E Division Major Crime Unit were assigned to 
conduct a file review on Project EPREVAILS (2004-2016). The review was conducted using the Major Case 
Management principles with S/Sgt HUNDT as team commander, Sgt VANOVERBEEK assuming the role of primary 
investigator and CpI DESROSIERS conducting the file coordination. 

Following the official review of the file material, a report was submitted to Inspector NASH on December 18, 2007. 
The recommendations for action were approved and a team of Serious Crime investigators were tasked with this 
investigation during the early months of 2007. 

On October 25, 2005, after reviewing the Report to Crown Counsel submitted by the original EPREVAILS team, Ad 
Hoc Crown Counsel Dennis MURRAY submitted a report as to charge approval. 


In view of this information, the review team concentrated their efforts in gathering evidence pertaining to 
allegations, while pursuing follow ups in other areas of the investigation. 

Of the 42 people initially identified in the review as individuals that should be approached, 33 were spoken to by 
the review team. Of the 9 people that could not be interviewed, 2 had passed away, 1 had a warrant for arrest and 
could not be located, 2 were located but refused to talk to investigators and 4 people were not located. 

Additional interviews resulted from the follow up for a total of 50 people being questioned in relation to the review 
of EPREVAILS. For the most part, these interviews and other inquiries failed to reveal any significant information to 
further this investigation or to corroborate the allegations made by the victims.
